Dismounted units of the First cavalry division hit the beach at Los 
Negros island in the northeast corner of the Admiralty and quickly cap ­ 
tured Momote airdrome, in a perfectly coordinated Army-Navy air thrust 
which caught the Japanese completely unaware. 
Not a single enemy plane or ship disputed the operation. 
Only 20 minutes alter snipers had been killed along the captured

THE YEAR 194.1 


The war continu ed to dominate the ev er 
increasing transportation effort While per­ 
formance was hig hly satisfactory from the 
standpoint of meeting ev ery demand of the 
war emerg ency , it cou ld not of necessity he 
wholly adeq u ate from the standpoint of the 
(haractet of the serv ice performed, particu ­ 
larly the passeng er serv ice. Nev ertheless, 
considering the abnormal conditions that 
prev ailed throu g hou t the y ear, the resu lts as 
a whole can be v iewed as a creditable ai hicv e- 
ment. There was a heav y increase in the 
v olu me ol bu siness handled, the railroad 
being operated to a g reater capacity than 
ev er before. 


Notwithstanding decreases in rates, operat­ 
ing rev enu es increased $111,29 8 ,*532 du e to 
the g reater v olu me of traffic, both passeng er 
and freig ht, bu t this v ery fact, tog ether with 
hig her costs of material and fu el and in­ 
creases in wag es, resu lted in an increase in 
operating ex penses of $109 ,369 ,9 8 1 At the 
same time, tax es increased by $33,8 26,68 9 , 
or 44.8 3., ov er the prev iou s y ear. 


Despite the fact that the Company in 19 13 
did the larg est bu siness in u s history ,‘its Net 
Income was less than in 1412 by some 
$16,030,309 becau se of the su bstantial in­ 
creases in operating costs and tax es m en­ 
tioned abov e. It seemed wise to maintain 
the div idend at the same rate as paid in 
19 12, namely , 3%, or $.’ 30 per share Div i­ 
dends at this rate were according ly paid 


in 19 43. 


TU I N A T ION AI EM ERGENCY 


In 19 43, the railroads performed a serv ice 
u neq u alled in the history of transportation. 
They were called u pon to handle a v olu me 
of freig ht and passeng er traffic ex ceeding 
that of the record y ear 19 12. 


The ability of the railroads to handle 
this record v olu me of traffic was du e to 
fu rther improv ements in facilities and oper­ 
ating methods; to splendid cooperation be­ 
tw e e n th e railro ads, th e s h ip p e r s and 
employ es, the Army and Nav y , and other 
ag encies of Gov ernment, and to the con­ 
tinu ed helpfu l attitu de of the Office of 


Defense Transportation. 


The railroads look to the fu tu re with the 
conv iction that they will keep in the fore­ 
front of indu strial prog ress, and will meet 
su ccessfu lly the competition to be ex pected. 
They are conv inced that no other form of 
transportation can su pplant the railroads u n­ 
less u nintellig ent reg u lation, ex cessiv e su b­ 
sidization o f competitors or ineq u itable 
tax es shall so ov erbu rden them as to depriv e 
them of eq u ality of opportu nity , an essential 
in any sou nd economic order. 


T A X E S 


The railroads, alway s a heav ily .tax ed in­ 
du stry , are accu stomed to hearing their full 
share of the cost of g ov ernment, and well 
realize that any ex cessiv e profits deriv ed 
from the war effort shou ld be su bject to 
tax ation as are the ex cess profits of any other 
indu stry , bu t the determination o f what 
profits are ex cessiv e shou ld not ig nore the 
plain facts respecting the railroad indu stry , 
its position and needs. 


Du ring the last sev eral decades, the proc­ 
esses of reg u lation hav e made it necessary 


for most of the financing by the railroads to 
he done with borrowed money lor which 
they are mar g iv en adeq u ate credit in calcu ­ 
lating retu rn on inv estment Ag ain, the rail­ 
roads hav e, not been, like other indu stries, in 
a position to carry adeq u ate charg es for 
depreciation and obsolescence amortization, 
and income which shou ld properly becharg ed 
off for tfi *se pu rposes is su bject to the ex cess 
profits tax Thu s, the railroads find a larg e 
part of what is. in fact, no more than a 
reasonable retu rn on tbeir inv estment treated 
as 
ex icstt 
profits 
and 
su bjected 
to 
an 
enorm ou s ex cess profits tax , where in fact 
no ex cess profits ex ist.' 


'1 he « tfcx t o n the railroads of the so-called 
ex cess profits tax is not only to depriv e them 
of a reasonable retu rn on their inv estment, 
hu t to prev ent them from lay ing aside ou t of 
cu rrent earning s the reserv es needed for 
fu tu re ex penditu res which are being made 
inev itable by wartime conditions and the 
pressu re of wartime trathc. 


Sou nd pu blic policy not only justifies bu t 
shou ld req u ire the accu mu lation by the 
railroads of larg e post war reserv es to meet 
post-war chang es in transportation practices 
and methods, bu t the tax policy of the 
G ov ernm ent is heading them along the same 
u nfortu nate path as at the close o f the last 
war, when the railroads had to borrow larg e 
su ms o f money and g o into debt to rev ainp 
their properties. 


Today , while the railroads are doing the 
larg e« bu siness in their history , ir wou ld be 
adv antag eou s not only to thern, bu t also ro 
the pu blic at larg e and to railroad e m ­ 
ploy es as a whole, if the tax laws were 
amended so as to permit the creation now 
of tlie reserv es needed for post war rehabil­ 
itation, with resu lting g reater employ ment 
in the post-war period. 


FUNDED D E B T 


Die Pennsy lv ania Railroad Sy stem has 
retired or pu rchased du ring the y ear debt in 
the hands of the pu blic amou nting to 
$15,334.220, which, after allowing for the 
issu ance of $12,240,000 Eq u ipment Tru st 
Oblig ations, makes a net redu ction in debt 
of Sy stem Companies in the hands of the 
pu blic o f $33,114,220. 


D u ring the last fiv e y ears, there has been a 
net redu ction of $124,000,000 in the debt 
o f the Sy stem in the lu nds of the pu blic. 


S TOCKHOLDERS 


The Capital Stock of the Company at the 
close of the y ear was owned by 20*1,618 
stockholders, an increase of 3,65 3 compared 
with December 31, 19 42, with an av erag e 
holding of 62.8 shares.
